| It isa certain Token of the Truth of 
our pudlick Accounts of the Victory, that 
wherever the Enemy had any Advantage, 
thefe Accounts own it, where we receiv’d 
any Lofs, they are particular in it. They 
are not afraid to fay, the French foughe ob- 
ftidately, that they were fain to fetch 18 
Battalions from. the Left to fuccour the 
Right ; thatthe Duke of Marlborough had 
his Hands fo full, thar be fent earneftly to 
the Left to have thememploy the Enemy 
there to draw off their Hand: ——~ That oa 
the Right when Prince Eugene had made 
fome Openings, and fent in the Horfe, 
they were driven out again, that the next 
Day ia purfuing, the French they were ree 
puls’d. It is plain, che Aétion is fo clear, 
and the Vidtory fo undifputed, that we 
need no Arts to conceal any Part of its chat 
the French fought very defperately, is ace 
knowledy*d, and behav’d much better than 
at Ramelies. That their Horte have not

20000 Men, flain, Prifoners and wounded $ 
this is true, and the Condu& of the French, 
fince the Bartle plainly confeffes it, and the 
Accounts given, make no more of it.
